drews was hidden in & closet when a
policeman &y subterfuge ontersd the
room,

Realizing that thelr Mding place wan
discoverad, the young woman persusd:
of the policeman to leave the room. She
locked the door and immediately after-

bodies of the fagitives with a bullet
hole in thelr hoads, werm found. An.
drews' pistol was clutohed in his right
hand, where ho was lying on the floor.

All Heard of Andirews.

“Iie people of the United Slates have
all vead of Millon ¥, Andrews, the many
times murdorer, and his terrible career
of bloodshed. T am Andrews, and on
November 3, I offefed to give myselfl up
for trial on the three murder charges
against me, the murder of Bessie Bou:
ton, at Colorade Bprings, the murder of
Mr. Basworth, at New DBrilain, Conn,
and the murder of the Troy, N Y,
woman, whatever her name s, 1 have
o few less serious charges agninst me
and I agreed to stand trial on all three
of the murder charges,. providing the
petty offenses were quashed, and they
would never have them brought up
pminst me i T were discharged a free
man from the three murder trinks.

“The first murder 1 am charged with
fs that of Bessis Bouton, with whom I
traveled an man and wife, We had fre.
quent quarrels and on the strength of
that they say I am her murderer. To
protect myself 1 am compelled to give
ber Matory, Bessie Burton married an

worth was murdered August 2, 1904,
at New Britain, Comn. “T was all that
summer n Denver, taking trestment
of Dr, Sherman Williams." he says. “I
travelod under the mame of G. Bouton
snd wife”
+ Andrews then goes into a history of
his life, couched in somewhat ssreastio
terms, “Speaking of the Ellis affair
when he attemptod to murder the latter
in Berkoley after his arvival bere from
Australia, he says that his assult was
made as the result of a gambler’s quar-
rel, in which Nulda was the bome of
contention.”

“I told Nulda” said Andrews, “that
it wan his life or mine, and T would
kill him for two reasons: First, what be
had done to her and secopd, that he
would tell the police if we hall another
quarrel, as [ had told him in confidence
that T was a fugitive from justice. A
man who makes money al gambling as
I do, does pot have to murder people
for & few hundred dollars.”

Wanted to Marry Nulda,

He recited at length the story of his
crooked methods of gambling in which
Ellis was u partner and of the big
winnings which he claims to have made.
He then says:

“After | am cleared of my trials. |
want the judge to arrange for we a di-
voree from -my unmated Holyoke wife,
so | can marry Nulda.
